A Head Librarian is a profes¬ 
sionally trained person who has, 
in most cases, a minimum of five 
to six years specialized college 
training and a Master’s Degree in 
Library Science. 

This person is the administra¬ 
tor of the librai'ies, and is respon¬ 
sible for all phases of operation 
under the policies set forth by the 
Board of Library Trustees. The 
Head Librarian is also responsible 
for all financial and statistical rec- 
ords of the libraries. 

In addition to the administrative 
responsibilities, the Head Librari¬ 
an, in all towns, uses approximate¬ 
ly one half of the week’s work 
hours at the desk of a library, per¬ 
forming the usual tasks of charg¬ 
ing books, registering patrons, ans¬ 
wering questions and assisting in 
the most important task of refer¬ 
ence work, acting as reader’s ad¬ 
visor, pi’epaiing books and maga¬ 
zines for circulation, checking and

The house at 302 Mill Sti-eet, owned by Fayette Brown, will be 
the next to go down in the path of progress. The land is needed for 
the new highway. The house and bai-n, the tall spreading oak trees 
that have shaded the yard, the evergreens that have ridden the front 
of the house, all must be demolished. 

The house is not one of the oldest in town but because of its 
setting has always had an air of individuality. Only two families 
have lived there. 

'About 1879 Geoi-ge Osborne purchased land from George Fowl¬ 
er for a home. The building of a house in those days was more 
than a matter of a few weeks, and before it was finished Mr. Os¬ 
borne brought his family over from the Merrick section of West 
Springfield. His youngest daughter, Mrs. Bei”tha Osborne Gug was 
born there. The children attended school in the white one room 
building on Suffield Street and the West Spxdngfield High School. 
In 1915 Mrs. Guy moved to a home on Suffield Street which at one 
time was owned by Fred Arnold. Mr. Arnold for many years drove 
a daily stage route between Agawam, Feeding Hills and Spring- 
filed. 

Mr. Brown purchased the Mill Street property from the Os¬ 
bornes and lived there for over forty years. 

When he first came to this area as a young man, he worked at 
Cook’s livery stable in West Springfield and often drove the horse 
and buggy taxi sendee for Agawam and Feeding Hills people to 
and from the Railroad Station. When the trolley line was put in he 
was motorman on the second car ever to run over the tracks to 
Feeding Hills. He fanned the land on Mill Street and found it es¬ 
pecially good for raising large crops of strawberries. 

Mr. Brown is now 87 years old and still in good health. He 
and Mrs. Brown have moved to the Fraser place on Suffield Street.

wonder why New York has had 
governors like the two Roose- 
I veils, Hughes and Stimson, A1 
Smith and Herbert Lehman, 
Harriman and Rockefelleiy 
while strong Massachusetts 
governors could be counted on 
less than the fingers of one 
hand? 

Do we wonder why the legisla¬ 
ture in New York meets for only 
a few weeks, goes about its busi¬ 
ness systematically, works closely 
with the governor, passes its bills 
and then goes home? New York 
has made its governorship fit for 
big men—indeed, fit for men who 
would become President. Only Cool- 
idge has gone to the White House 
from the State House, and that was 
only by accident. 

I 

If Massachusetts could put its 
house in order, perhaps we could 
make our own state a proving 
ground and once again take the 
lead that our heritage and political 
talent make possible. For example: 

We might work out a system for 
making and keeping congressional 
and legislative, districts fair ahd 
square, with disinterested experts 
playing a central part. 

Alaska and Hawaii have shifted 
the power of reapportionment from 
the legislature to the governor and 
courts; perhaps we could find a 
better way. 

Massachusetts is guilty of 
having given the nation the 
“gerrymander” — perhaps we 
could square ourselves by giv¬ 
ing it the “squaremander.” 
Another possibility for creative 
reform is the party convention. 
Some states have conventions that 
make binding nominations; others 
have conventions that are mere 
mock assemblies or cheering sec¬ 
tions. , ' 

Our conventions are neither fish 
nor fowl; they bring politics to a 
boil every two years without real¬ 
ly deciding anything. Perhaps we 
should try a binding convention— 
provided we had first made the

The local anglers that go to 
Maine this time of year for the 
fabulous ice fishing that the state 
of Maine affords, should be up on 
the new regulations that have been 
adopted this year. One new law 
says that shacks or other tempor¬ 
ary structures used for ice fishing 
must have the owner’s name paint¬ 
ed on the outside of the structure 
in two-inch letters. 

Such structures must be removed 
from the ice within three days of 
the closing of the ice fishing sea¬ 
son on the body of water in ques¬ 
tion. Another law which applies, 
but does not appear in the brief 
summary of regulation for ice fish¬ 
ing, is that it shall be lawful to 
angle or fish by use of the single- 
baited hook and line, artificial 
flies, artificial minnows, artificial 
insects, spoon hooks, and spinners. 

The second portion of the law 
concerns bait and specifies gener¬ 
ally that it shall be unlawful to 
sell, use, or have in possession, 
either dead or alive, for use as 
fishing bait in Maine inland waters 
any pickerel, goldfish, yellow or 
white perch, bass, sunfish, crappie, 
horripout, carp, «r any spiny- 
finned fish. 

The fisherman is reminded that 
leaving rubbish on the ice amounts 
to polluting the water. In the spring 
time, such debris will sink when 
the ice breaks up. Dumping such 
rubbish is also’ against the law. and
